ANALYSES OF 
VARIOUS KINDS. 


Climatic Effects on Cane Throughout 


the Islands—Elevation and Rainfall 
Treated In Connection With Growth. 
Product of Sheltered and Low Lands. 


Following Is an abstract of tfie re- 


port on soils, read by Prof. Walter 
Maxwell during tbe first day's session 
of the Planters Labor and Supply 
Company: 


Tbe study of soils is a subject which 


requires to be divided 'into several 
lines of observation. 
First, there is 


the chemical composition, which is 
shown to us by the processes of the 
laboratory. 
These processes include 


.tbe determination of all the constitu- 
ents present; the measure of avail- 
ability of those special constituents 
without which plants canuot live or 
grow; the presence of the bodies that 
are injurious to tbe health of crops; 
and the trial, by experiment, of means 
and methods whereby tbe essential 
elements of plant food may be brought 
into a better state of use and the pois- 
onous compounds rendered harmless. 


Again, there is the geological 


branch of tbe subject, which means 
the examination of tbe formations 
"and rocks for which our soils have 
been derived. 
And in relation to the 


noils of these Islands this branch of 
inquiry is of primary importance; for 
while tbe noils of adjoining planta- 
tions may closely correspond in chem- 
ical composition, their relative fitness 
to grow crops, which may be termed 
the state of maturitv of tbe soil, will 
vary with their relative ages, the one 
being derived from an eruption which 
occurred at a time-outside our compu- 
tation, and tbe other from a "flow'1 
whose date is preserved by the tiadi- 
tions, and even by tbe memories of 
living men. Moreover, there were 
tbe physical conditions, such as tem- 
perature, under which those ' erup- 
tions took place. The full significance 
of these phenomena in tbe history of 
the formation of our soils I do not, at 
present, pretend to comprehend. 


Further, 
we have the 
different 


climatic conditions under which our 
soils are forming or were formed. Not 
only do the islands vary in their res- 
pective receipts of rain, the conditions 
on the same Island differ in as great a 
degree. On the upland or "mauka" 
lands the soils are forming under com- 
paratively lower temperatures and 
greater falls of rain. 
Th<j lower or 


'makai" lands have a higher heat, 
but the rain is notably less. The 
effects of these differing conditions 


probably appear to us in the ex 


liminations as we proceed. 


Now, in looking over these several 


aties of observation which make up 
the study of soils it is seen that while 
one part of tbe investigations is con 
ducted in the laboratory, a compre 
tension of tbe whole work involves in 
addition exact and extensive observa- 
tions in tbe field. Therefore, when 
our institution was established in 
April of this year the first act was tbe 
fitting up of tbe laboratories, 
after 


which I went out to tbe Islands, in- 
specting each plantation, aU tbe same 
time taking and sending in samples 
of soil for examination. 


In proceeding to tbe review and in- 


terpretation of tbe analyses which 
bave so far been made, I will explain 


there are two uses which the 
that 
inalytlcal data are required to serve: 
First, tbe immediate practical purpose 
of enabling fairly correct advice to be 
ilven concerning fertilizing and the 
reatment of soils. 


This is a subject of detail, and con- 


cerns each individual plantation In 
matters of personal communication 
with this bureau. Secondly, the fur- 
nishing of information by the uoder- 
tanding of which we may come to 
ome knowledge of the soils of the 


ilau Inlands as a whole We are 


Je»ling with soils of volcanic origin, 
and there are volcanic earths upon 
mo-t divisions of our globe. Just now,

Itlons. Consequently, the knowledge 


we obtain for I he use of thece Islands 
may be directly available for tbe use 


f oiher part* of the world. 
Tnese conditions, however, impress 
s with the s-cope of the undertaking, 
nd require that we shall not proceed 
r\th our theories in advance of tbe 
dual work. I therefore shall limit 
myself now to a presentation of the 


ork of the laboratory up to this date 
nmtiined with observations in the 
eM. 
At this point Professor Maxwell 


went Into a most exhaustive discourse 


poti the soils of the fnlamlfl, showing 
1-0 the dilution of the tolls to tbe 
imatic conditions, by which quite 
ew truths were brought to light, 


on the rainfall bin words were as 
IOWB: On all the Iflands the varla- 
on of rainfall is co- incident with the 


changes In elevation. Without doubt, 
theOf tbe greater rainfall la the uueaoH 
of the vaster vegetation, aud 
thi 
vegetation the causa and neat of th 
higher nitrogen content of tbe high. 
In tbe light of these observation 


upon the nitrogen contents ot th 
makai and oiauka lauds we can 
return to our first table of results at, 
find an ample explanation of the dif 
ferent amounts of nitiogeu found in 
the soils of Oahu, Maui and Kauai 
Oo C'liin our plantations rest almos 
exclusively upon makai lauds. As 
i 
result, .one sample of toil from Ew 
gives,the lowest nitrogen on ou 
record—0.073 per cent. Waiauae soil 
show leas than 0.1 per cent. When 
we move round to the windward sid 
of the island tbe nitrogen in tbe sol 
rises with the increased fall of ram 
and the beginning elevations of tb 
land, as at Ueeia, where tbe nitrogen 
in tbe soil is 0 270 per cent On Kaua 
are found similar conditions. 
Th 


lowlands which form the plantations 
In tbe district of Kekaha aud Mana 
contain on an average only 0.1 pe 
cent, of nitrogen, whilst toils from 
tbe mauka lands of Kealia aud Kila 
nae, with the windward exposure anc 
more rain, are found to contain 0.32 
per cent. On Maui are extremes o 
conditions

Bpreckeiayille, whose lands occupy 
the isthnius which ties together th 
two great crater mountains of Maui 
There are still remnants of reefs uu 
derlying the soil iu places, and in on 
place, where coral chips were founi 
mixed up with tbe surface soil, tb 
lime content of a sample Analysed wa 
7.62 per cent., and which are ver 
little above sea level and tbe rainfal 
only about twelve inches per year, ar 
notably poor in nitrogen, too meau o 
five soils bting 0 116 per cent. In th 
Hana district, where the rainfall on 
tbe highlands is very considerable 
the average of ten mauka toils takei 
at elevations of from 400 feet to 90 
feet, showed a uitiogeu content o 
0.635 per cent. 
Thes-e considerations show us tba 


the difference in the nitrogens given 
In the table of averages ot the tore 
inlands is a matter of elevation anc 
rainfall upon each of the inlands, ant 
no indication of a difference in com 
position of the soils of the islands re- 
garded as a whole. 
After this Dr. Maxwell proceeded tc 


speak of the 
so-called mechanica 
state of our soils, drawing attention t 
completely new features in the study 
of soils. He then referred to the cli 
mate in its probable relation to tb 
sugar production of the, islands in th 
following words: 


CLIMATIC EFFECTS. 
e explanations which 
To ' Uie explanations which bavi 


been offered of tbe causes of difference 
in tbe productiveness of the low an 
upper lands, the matter of tempera 
ture most' be specially added. I am 
impressed that tbe temperature of ou 
islands is one of the most importan 
factors—constituting the ease will 
which sugar is produced here. Soil i 
important, auu water is important 
but these two factois make miserabl 
results in tbe absence of the true suga 
climate. 
We see this even on these 


islands. Canes on our dry, low land 
upon the sheltered sides of the islands 
with enough water, very much sur- 
pass the windward crops; aud on tbe 
uplands we know that it is quite a 
question of elevation, for if we go high 
enough the cane actually refuses to 
mature. Probably it is the evenues 
of tbe temperature and the absence o 
extremes (.1 bave noted my therm< m 
eter vary In its maximum sum me 
readings only between 83 and 85 deg 
for a whole month, and for teu con 
secutive days reach 84 deg., and the 
minimum readings behave in th 
same way, and

High day

low night temperatures are 


not favorable to even growth, what- 
ever the effects of these extremes or 
Inactivity may be. With evenness o 
warmth the cell production in the 
<-aue structure is continuous aud uni- 
form ; and, from some mild example* 
on these islands, we have learned that 
climatic variations stop growth, make 
long end short joints, contract the 
short joints so that the circulation of 
the juice is almost stopped, upon 
which impure juices follow, with bigb 
amounts of gums. 
I am with the present knowledge of 


tbe soils, quite unaole to find an ade- 
quate reason for the munificent pro- 
ductiveness of these Islands outside ot 
tbe vitally favorable nature of the 
climate. If this is tbe truth, it is a 
fortunate truth; for we may feel reas- 
onably cure that climate is a prop 
erty which will not become ex- 
hausted. 


In tbis'beginnine of the work of our 


institution we have already lenrnt 
something of the nature of our soils, 
and of tbe original similarity in 
the 
composition 
of 
the 
soils of 


the islands as a whole-. The dif- 
ferences, we bave observed, are main- 
ly between upper and lower laud*, 
anil these differences are caused by 
distinctions in elevation, exposure, or 
briefly, by climatic conditions. We 
bave seen that these climatic differ 
euces operate, on tbe one hand, in 
nau«ing tbe accumulation of organic 
nitrogen In tbe upper lauds by means 
of tbe vaster vegetable activity. These 
observations will not only aid in lay- 
ing tbe foundations i.l a thorough 
study of the soils of these Island*-, 
they must guide us In the matter of 
feitilizatlon, which merely means the 
tbe supplying and restoring of trie 
ments of plant food which were never 
there, or have been lost. Before we 
can supply or restore, it Is clear that 
we must first know what these wants 
aud losses have been and are.

ON A TOUR ABOUND THE WORLD 


Brief Description of the Crnlser 
Entertainments and Receptions In 
Honor of the Officers of the Ship 
Throughout the Australian Colonies 


News was brought by the Mio 


wera that the Italian cruiser Cris 
toforo Colombo would visit thii 
port early next month on a cruise 
around the world. The Sydnej 
Morning Herald of November 4th 
speaking of the cruiser's visit ther 
says: 


Two years ago Italy's navy amount 


ed to 22 armored ships and 54 unarm 
ored, against France's 75 armored anc 
unarmored 118, Germany 34 and 59 
and Russia 48 aud 62 respectively 
These were the statistics the yea 
(1893) following the completion of the 
Italian cruiser Cristoforo Colombo 
the smart- looking corvette 
which 


may now be seen lying off Farm Cove 
with her rakish bark-rigged masts 
ami double funnels. It is so seldom 
that an Italian warship favors Sydney 
with a visit that it was no surprise 
yesterday morning to find a grea 
mauy visitors inspecting tbe vessel 
Or course tbe first business was to 
salute the port, then tbe reception o 
tbe consul took some time, and after- 
wards a great mauy of King Hum- 
bert's subjects paid tbeir respects to 
his majesty's representatives aboard 
tbe cruiser. 
They were received aur 


entertained by Captain Bertoliui an< 
his officers. One of the latter is Prince 
Luigi, Duke of Abbruzzi, a son of tbe 
late Prince Aniedeo, Duke of ("osta 
who wm a son of the present king o 
Italy. Prince Luigi is one of the litut 
enants, a youqg man of about 23 years 
of age. 
Tbe cruiser is making 


twelve mouths' trip round tbe world 
and has already been out from Venice 
ceveral mouths, during which Urn 
she baa visited India, Ceylon, and the 
Straits Settlements. She first mad 
Australia's coast at Albany, when 
she stayed a day or two, aud next call 
ed at Adelaide, Melbourne and Hobart 
While at Melbourne many officU 
visits were paid, and the Italian resi 
dents held high carnival in connection 
with tbe event. Tbe Melbourne Club 
eutertained tbe Prince aud tbe captain 
aud officers, and conferred upon them 
honorary memberships, a courtesy 
wnicn was followed by tbe other clubs 
iu the Victorian capital, both French 
and German. Several garden parties 
signaled tbe event of the Italian ship's 
presence, aud the stay at Melbourne 
as indeed also at tbe other ports, wa 
yesterday mentioned on board as oe 
ing perhaps tbe most enjoyable incl 
dents of the trip. 


Of tbe vessel bat little need be said 


She sits uncommonly well on thi 
water, her graceful Hues showing fe 
advantage. In size she is larger than 
our Auxiliary Squadron ships, bu 
smaller than tbe Orlando, and (hough 
steel built is an unarmored vessel 
Her speed under forced draught is 
fourteen knots, but her officers state 
aud her heavy spars quite bear out 
the opinion, that she can under can- 
vas alone log twelve knots. Her full 
complement is nineteen officers and 
225 bluejackets and marines. Tbe di- 
mensions and armament of tbe visitor 
are : Length, 248 feet 5 inches ; beam, 
37 feet 1 incb; depth, 16 feet 8 Inches; 
displacement, 3400 tons. She carries 
six 4J incb B. L. guns, four six- 
pounder quick flrere, besides some 
tmaller weapons. She is commanded 
by Captain Alejandro Bertoliui.

GUNS FOR THE 
ARMY. 


Two New Twelve-Pounders Re- 


ceived by the Aloha. 


Among the cargo brought by the 


Aloha were two twelve-pounders 
Drigg-Schroeder field and landing 
guns. 
They were delivered at 


military headquarters and will be 
unpacked and placed in position 
today. 


This gun is 2.76 inches calibre, 


has a length of bore of 25 calibres, 
weighs 350 pounds, and fires a 
shell weighing 12 pounds, using 1-J 
pounds of powder and attaining a 
muzzle velocity of 1350 feet per 
second. The shell is designed with 
a large cavity to secure effective 
mining power against field works 
and efficiency against barricades. 
The bursting charge is 13 ounces. 


The gun is mounted on a field 


carriage weighing 910 pounds, and 
is fitted with recoil attachment, 
permitting a recoil of about four 
inches directly in the line of fire 
and independent of the recoil of the 
carriage itself. This is a point of 
vital importance, owing to the ex- 
;essive jump of such a light gun 
firing a projectile of the weight 
used in this one. 
Mounted on the 


old style carriage, the resulting 
jump would destroy accuracy, but 
in the carriage used with this gun 
the recoil in the line of fire permits 
the projectile to leave the muzzle 
before the carriage begins to move. 


Fixed ammunition is used with 


the gun, the suitable kinds being 
common shell and shrapnel. The 
gun is fitted with the very latest 
design of Driggs-Schroeder breech 
mechanism, the simplicity of which 
may be comprehended when the 
act that it contains but twelve 
parts is stated.

Friendly Contest Among Members. 
Shoot Next Week—Gold Medals. 


The Sharpshooters were out in 


full force Saturday afternoon to

There was more than 
usual interest taken in this match, 
for the reason that the three teams 
shot on the handicap allowance as 
arranged for the gold medal con- 
tests which will begin in January.

HAWAIIAN HORSES ABROAD. 


Burlingame Ruled off Bay 
Dis- 


trict for Pulling Amarino. 


From all accounts, the Hawaiian 


horses are not doing very well at 


^ the Coast. 
Those who ought to 


know say it is owing to the way in 
which they are managed, while 
others are just as certain that the 
horses are not in it a little bit with 
those of the Coast. Be that as it 
may, it is a sure thing that the 
owners of Autonomy, Lolokalani 
and Amarino are not making a for- 
tune out of their venture. 
In the 


opening race—five and a half fur- 
longs—at the Bay District track 
on November 15th, Autonomy, with 
Burlingame 
as 
jockey, started 


ninth and finished in the same 
place, betting opening at 10 and 
closing at 40 to 1. 


In the third race, six furlongs, 


Amarino, ridden by Burlingame, 
started fifth and closed in about 
the same place. The betting open- 
ed at 30 and closed at 2 to 1. There 
was a fierce rush to get aboard in 
third race at six furlongs. Amarino 
showed good form, but was fright- 
fully ridden by Burlingame, which 
is construed to mean that the horse 
was pulled. It is said of the Ha- 
waiian horses that they cannot get 
in and win when the odds are big, 
and 
invariably lose 
the 
races 


they ought to win. 


Burlingame was ruled off the 


track and heavily fined for pulling 
Amarino. 
That jockey has had a 


great deal of trouble with the man- 
agement of the Bay District track, 
and he will likely do most of his 
riding at Ingleside in the future. 


SHARPSHOOTERS 
CONTEST. 


Weekly 
Competition 
for 
Six 


Months for Gold Medals. 


At their last monthly meeting 


the Sharpshooters Company was 
divided into first, second and third 
classes, according to average in 
shooting. Beginning January 1st 
competition will commence and 
continue for six months, each class 
competing among itself for a gold 
medal—the 
highest 
individual 


score in each class will receive the 
medal; each member to shoot ten 
consecutive scores of ten rounds 
each during the term of competi- 
tion.

Whether 
there was a Jonah on board or the 
elements conspired to give Mies Field 
and other members of the newspaper 
fraternity something out of the usual 
line had not been decided when the 
Ke Au Hou reached port with all 
hands well and happy at a little after 
8 o'clock last evening. 


The trip up to the settlement on 


Saturday evening was a very quiet 
one eo far as the action of the steamer 
was concerned, and if it had not been 
for the shark stories of Senator Wa- 
terhouse and Judge Wilcox there 
would have been very little of partic 
ular interest to mark the first part of 
the journey. It is stated on good au- 
thority that Prof. Musick is seriously 
considering abandoning his book on 
the islands and taking up the subject 
of sharks.
